LoKDOK, AuR. 20.— John , Morley, .chief 
secretary for Ireland, is instituting a com- 
mission of enfjuiry into the position of tho 
Irish evicted tenants and the holders of 
evicted lands, the eomin.itaion to report in 
time to prepare a bill before the opening of 
Parliuinent in November. The Irish mem- 
bers want the Government £o. make an ad- 
vance from the Treasury'for the relief of 
tho evicted tenants, relying on their major- 
ity in parliament to confirn; the graut. 

Mr. Gladstone has chargod Right Hon. 
H. H. Fowler, President of ,? the Local Gov- 
ernment Board, tO' prepare.^a measure com- 
pleting the local Belf-governmeot of the 
Metropolis. . r. 

Kiglit Hon. A. J. Mundella, President of 
tho Jioard of Trade; Right Hon. H. H, 
Fowler, President of tho local Government 
Board, and Tom Burt, Liberal member for 
Morpeth, form tho Liberal committee 
appointed to consider tho eight hours bill, 
the niiiouut of liability of eniployers, etc. 

Mr. Arthur Hfrbcrt Dylio Acland, Vice- 
President of thy Council of Education, Prof, 
James Brycc, Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancustor, and Might Hon. Henry Shaw- 
Lefevre, President of the Conmiisaioner of 
Worlts, form llie committee on pariah coun- 
cils. 

John Morley's re-election in jS'ewcastle- 
on-Tyue is lihely to be attended with dilii- 
culty. Ilia co-member, C. F. Hammond, 
the Conservative alderman, says tint Mr. 
Morloy will bo defeated by ut least SUO. 
Should this occur, Stuart Rodol, the Liberal 
member from Montgomeryshire, will ro- 
receive a peerage, nnd Mr. Morky will take 
the seat thus made vacant. 

There is no mincing or gaia-sayinp; it ; tho 
Radicals are angry. They make no con- 
c!-almont of their rage at tiding rejected by 
Mr. Gladstone in his cabinet selections and 
of their purpose to assert titemselves &t the 
coming session of FarUument. They 
assert that but for their votes Mr. 
Gladstone would have been left in 
a minority, and that tho Whig 
aristocrats whom he recalled and elevated 
to office are no more representative of tlie 
niasaea that oonatituto the Liberal nri- 
jority in the late election than Lord Salis- 
bury himself. They declare that the time 
hiia passed for tho people of Fug- 
land to be represented in a Liberal 
Cabinet by aristocrats with titles and 
tuft-hunting candidates for titles; and 
tliat tho people aro now strong 
enough to see that men of tho people 
shall liave a voice in tho Ciovernment. It 
is reported that there is a srronijprobability 
of an ai)pro:ich between tb- liadioala and 
the Paiiu'lbies. Should audi a combination 
be foimed tho cabinet would either have to 
bow to ila wishes or resign. Tho I'arnel- 
lites don't control votes enough to defeat 
Mr. (Jliidstonc, but, united with Mr. 
Ijiliouchero and his associates, they 
could ca.sily rule or ruin the 
Liberal Government. The situation is 
causing great anxiety, which Mr. Ghulstone 
is known to ahare, and the only solution 
appears to bo such recognition of the Radi- 
cals as will bind thorn to the Liberal ranks. 
This, at present, is not probable, as Mr. 
Gladstone is said to be entirely bound up 
with his VYhic advisers.

A Coward's Insinuation Against a True 
Sportsiuan— TLat Clianipion- 
sbip Game. 



Vancoitver, Aug. 20.— -(Special.)— The 
cricket match between Vancouver and 

Westminster resulted as usual, with tho 
Terminal City on top. Is it luck, good 
grounds, public patronage or science, that 
has given the city on the inlet such an en- 
viable position iu the sporting world '! 
There's no disputing the fact that, this year, 
we have carried everything before us in the 
sporting line, with almost monotonous re- 
gularity. 

To-day's cricket match was no exception 
— Vancouver 158, Westminster 120. Irwin's 
55 was the big score for the Royal City, 
while Canipbetl's 69 runs was tho wuy-up 
record of the day. Campbell, after brilliant 
play, was finally retired by a wild ball. 
Vancouver counted II byes, Westminster 4. 

The meet of tho Terminal City Cycling 
club wad a gratifying Buccees. Few towns 
under ainiilar circumstances could put up 
such an excellent day's Bjiort— largo crowd, 
good nin.sic and exciting races. 

In the one mile, maiden race, A. K. 
Kicliolle.H waa first, Williams second, and 
Charles Cliir third. 

In the half mile dash, fjaurcnceson and 
Potter were scratched to Dean's i!0 yards, 
and five others in tho field. The race waa 
a pretty one from start to finish. Potter 
won by lialf a wheel from Lanrenceson with 
Dean ihitd, in tiie good lime of i.i!"). 

In the three milo handicap raco for a 
challenge cup presented by thu Hotel Van- 
couver, Potter again won against a field of 
four, handicapped at '200 yards, Dean 
aecoud, Walton third, in !) 11. 

In tho ono inilo race Laurencoson and 
Potter were again scratched. This time 
Laurcnocson gave Potter tho go-by on the 
last lap, and led him in by. a wheel in the 
splendid time of 2:S8. 

Taking into consideration tho condition of 
tho track, which is not even banked at the 
corners, this is the best time for a mile that 
has been made at Brockton Point. Pugh 
took third honors. The first prize was a 
gold watch. 

In the one mile handicap, Qhaples Milno, 
with 11) yaida start, beat Potter home in 
:i..'>-2. I'hnanuela took third place. Milnc 

rodo a ciipital raco and received due Credit 
from the grand stand. 
The balf-mile obstacle. race wtts amnsiog, 



well contested, and fairly won by C. Philp, 
with Potter second. Tho riders hud to lift 
their machines over three obstacles in tho 
track, mount and start themselves, running 
with machines between two hurdles the first 
time round. P.iilp showed himself very 
expert in mounting, dismounting and hand- 
ling his machine at tho hurdles. 

The raco of tho day was to have been the 
five mile scratch. In the foro partof tho 
afternoon tho sports were pleadingly calliuK 
for bets against Lnurenceaon. Liter tho 
crowd BOimed to rcalizo Potter's wonderful 
improvement since tho first of the season, 
and his marvellous staying powers, and 
Laurenceson's backers became fewer and 
fewer, until shortly before tho race, two 
prominent heitiug men with big money 
nn Lanrenceson were publicly hedging. 
This soon siartcd the betting fraternity 
headlong in the opposite direction, and 
Potter came to the front as favoiitc. Then 
one of those contemptible tin-horn betters 
who paralyze healthy book-making and fair 
sport by spreading damaging rumors as soon 
as they lose a dollar or two on the man they 
desire to injure, started the ridiculous yarn 
that Laurenceson had sold the race. 

It was no use asking " Who said so?" he 
could not have been found in that crowd of 
indignant sports nhort of one of Bider Hag- 
gard's "smelling out" bees. As that was 
not practicable, Mr. Laurenceson, like a 
gentleman and true lower of sport for the 
sake of sport, requested Referee Fullorton to 
publicly announce that as a rumor was very 
current on the giounds that he had sold tho 
five mile race, be would not compete, U'lt- 
wishing a suspicion of that kind to be 
entertained against him.

Ottawa, Aug. 20.— Tho Cidouial Secre- 
tary baa notified the Governor-General that 
the Spanish Government has reduced the 
duty on cod and stock fish to 18 pesetas ou 
every hundred kilograms, or 220 pounds 
avoirdupois, 29 pesetas per centime being 
equivalent to a pound sterling. 

Aa a further precaution against cholera 
the Government has passed an order pro- 
hibiting tho importation of rags from Ger- 
many and Belgium. 

Tho process of wiping out non-tflicient 
militia corps is goinf> on in Manitoba. The 
Grenadiers were wiped out this week. 

Thirty 'Vermont farmers just returned 
from a visit to Manitoba are here. They 
aro delighted with the Northwest country.

SIR JOHN THOMPSON. DISCUSSED. 

The "Mall" and the "World" Speak Edi- 
torially of His Prospecjlve 
Leadership. 

TonoNTO, Aug. 20. — Tho Mail, in an edi- 
torial on the illneea of Premier Abbott, re- 
fers to tho question " Who can succeed 
him'^" "Sir John Thompson is next in 
comnmud, but," says the Mail, " his pnai- 
tion aa un aspirant would be snmowhat 
awkward at this particular juncture." 
It continues: "Sir John made a 
report on the Manitoba School case, which 
pledged him, at least, to review the School 
Act, although the Judicial connnittee of 
tho Privy Council has pronounced favor- 
ably upon it. The Quebec bishops are de- 
manding that he proceed with his review, 
and all'md relief, while the Protestant half 
of hia party must feel that no action ought 
to bo taken. The danger in which Sit John 
stands ia that, owing to the Manitoba diffi- 
culty, ho may, as Premier, enjoy tlio full 
conlidenco of only a section ot his Conserva- 
tive followini;." 

The World has an editorial on the same 
subject. It says : " It has been said that 
Sir John Thompson would not be acceptable 
to tho Conservatives of Ontario because he 
is a Roman Catholic. They will accept 
him just as the Catholic Conservatives of 
Quebec accepted Sir John Macdonald. As 
a Catholic and premier Sir John Thompson 
will, in the very nature of things, dp less 
for his co-religionists than if he were a Pro- 
testant. Sir Jobn Macdonald was always 
irritating the Protestants, because of what 
he did for tho Catholics and for what he 
did not do for his fellow Protestants. With 
Sir John Thompson aa premier, it yonld be 
just tho opposite way. There would be no 
.Manitoba scliocil qiu'-stion up at Ottawa if 
Sir John Tbonqisou were premier." 



AMERICAN RETALIATION. 



Text of the I'reaniblo and Proclama- 
tion Roffai diufif Alleged Discrimi- 
nations on the Welland. 



The Right of Free Passajre Throng;!! 
St. Mary's Falls Caual 
Suspended. 



\Vasiiini;T(in, Aug. 20. — The President 
has proclaimed retaliation with Canada in 
accordance with the authority conferred up- 
on him by the Act to enforce reciprocal re- 
lations with Canada, passed last July. His 
proclamation ia dated August 18, but was 
only issued lo-day, after the final interview 
between Secretary I'\i3ter and Michael IT. 
Herbert, the charge d'affaires of the British 
Legation here, which took place, this morn- 
ing. The proclamation, after reciting the 
text of the act of congress under which it is 
issued, concluded : 

Whereas : Tlio Government of tho Do- 
minion of Canada iinposea a toll amountini; 
to about 20 cents per ton on all freight 
paaaing througli the Welland canal in tran- 
.sit to port.s of the United State.s, and also 
i further toll on all vesaela of the United

when shipped to a port of the United States, 
or when carried to Montreal forexportto be 
transhipped within the United States, and 

Whereas : As the Dominion of Canada by 
said system of rebate, and ' otherwise dis- 
criminatca against the citizens of the United 
States in tho use- of Bald Welland canal in 
violation of the provisions of article 27, of 
the treaty of Washington, concluded May 
8, 1871, and 

Whereas: said Welland canal is connected 
with the navigation of tho great lakes, and 
I am satialieil tl)at the passuge through it of 
cargoes iu transit to ports of tho United 
States is made diffioalt and burdensome by 



said discriminating system of rebate: and 
otherwise, and is reciprocally unjust and 

unreasonable. 

Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, 
President of tho United States of America, 
by virtue of tho power to that end, confer- 
red upon mo by said Act of Congress, ap- 
proved July 20, 1802, do hereby declare 
that, from antl after September 1, 1892, un- 
til further notice, a toll of 20 cents per ton 
b(! levied, collected and paid on all Ireight, 
of whatever kind or description, passing 
through tho St. Mary's Falls danal in tran- 
sit to any port of tho Dominion of Canada, 
whether carried in vessels of the United 
States or of other nations, nnd (o that ex- 
tent I do hereby suspend, from and after 
said date, the right of free passage through 
said St. Mary'a Falls canal of any or all 
cargoes, or portions of cargoes, in transit to 
Canadian ports. 

Tbe I'ccIInK at Ottawa. 

Ottaw.a, Aug. 20.— The news that IVeati- 
dent Harriaon had i.ssued his proclamation 
against Ciin;id;i enforcing the discriminatory 
canal tolls, created a veritable sensation in 
ollicial circles. It waa thought the recent 
od'er of the Dominion Government to with- 
draw tho rebate at tho end of tho 
season, would appease tho American 
Government. All thn Cabinet Ministers 
are out of town. I'remier Abbott will 
proijably cancel his departure for the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, and it is certain a meeting 
of tho Government will be held in a day or 
two to consider tho situation, which is very 
alarmine. The proposed canal tolls are 
practically prohibitory against Canadian 
vessels. '

Till'] JUBILKE HOSPITAL. 

To TiiK l''.i)iT0i!, — It ia much to be re- 
gretted that tho Jubilee hospital (|ucation 
should have been brouglib up at this time 
when so much ill-feeling, professional and 
other, exists. The directors of the .Jubilee 
hospital are governed by tho act of the 
legislature, under which it ia impossible for 
them to turn over the Jubilee hospital to 
the civic authorities, even supposing such a 
step to bo deemed judicious. To enable 
them to make any change, application 
would have to be made to the legislature for 
tho necessary power. The legialaturo will 
not meet until tlio encuing year. 

Tho Jubilee hospital is a Provincial in- 
stitution, applicable alike to the sick of the 
city, as to the remaining portions of the 
proviocc, and has been found sufficiently 
commodious for all purposes. Tho cost of 
conducting it is about $20,000 per annum, 
a considerable ' portion of which is paid by 
the I'rovincial Government ; the rest being 
made up by contributions- from the charit- 
al)lc, by arrangements with the French 
Benevolent society and by incotne received 
from pay patients. Three of the directors 
are appointed by the Provincial Govern 
ment ; three by the French Benevolent 
society, tho retnaiuder of the directors 
elected annually by the aubdcribers. 

The rules and rtgulations, appointments 
and so fortli, governing the conduct of tli 
hospital, are made by the directors in meet 
iiig assembled. It will, therefore, at onci 
ho seen how untimely tho socialistic idea 
of the Mayor luvs been born, — it is prei 
turo,— although our civic autboritiea have 
voted a couple of tnousand dollars towarda 
supporting tho institution, still not a cent of 
this haa yet been paid, and heretofore they 
have given next to nothing. 

Tlie Jubilee Hospital, erected in remem- 
brance of Her Majesty's Jubilee, ia a credit 
to tho province, and ono of which it may 
justly andproudlyspeak. It possesses thobest 
medical and surgical talent, tho best nurses, 
and ia a modern model hospital in every re- 
spect. Already it has achieved famo and 
celebrity on these accounts, not only iu the 
province, but also in the United Stupes of 
America, whence many pay patients come, 
attracted by the talonc and care therein to 
be bad. It is intended to make it more 
celebrated in process of time by 
connecting with it other-, special in- 
stitutions, as also a sobool for the attending 
of anatomy, medioine and anrgery; and in 
fact a college in connection with the hos- 
pital. Tbese are, in themselves, very im- 
portant matters, of which the Mayor and 
aldermen can bo expected to know very, 
very little. 

Already many nurses have been trained 
and educated therein, and tho citizens have 
received from them much benefit; indeed, 
had it not been for tho trained nurses ami 
their noble devotion to their culling ilie 
smallpox wouhl have made greater ravages — 
without them any smallpox hospital would 
liave been a " pest bouse " indeed. 

To reduce the Jubilee hospital to a mere 
political civic institution would be indeed a 
degradation. The hopes and bright pros- 
pects of the future would bo blasted. To 
take over this hospital means that the citi- 
zens would have to pay 820,000 per 
annum for its maintenance in addition 
to §,5,000 per annum for interest on the 
loan, with sinking fund additional. At 
present the citizens voluntarily pay a few 
thousand dollars — tho corporation S'J.OOO — 
when it conveniently can. The Jubilee 
Hospital serves all purposes uncommonly 
well, and there is no need for an additional 
one — an additional one only means addi- 
tional expense, without adequate benefit. 

It is to be hoped then, that tho citizens 
will vote against the proposed by-law, and 
it is also to be wished that the civic authori- 
ties will assist it in maintainingita noble posi- 
tion, and of making it still more celebrated, 
and still more useful to the aHlicted of tlie 
Province at large, and the rising genera- 
tion. 

Let there he given plenty of time to con- 
sider any now departures, and above all 
wait until all ill-feelings aubiiide, and people 
return to their normal reasonable condition.

Hide, and Mesara. Juitico Crease, Ritbet, 
Fell, Teague, Todd, IChorts, Dr. Jones, J.S. 
Yates, A. Wihon, W. M. Chudley and my- 
self repruacntiiig tho hoapital on tho other 
side, when the municipal authorities were, 
hy a unaniiiiona resolution, notitied "t/iatl/tc 
projid-'^ilidii lo cf'-ii (I smallpox Jiosjiila! uii llie. 
Froi-uu-iai I'dtjal Jtihilu: flos/iital ijyonnds 
i-oiild not he t iili.iiaincd," BO that ulthouf ■, 
uui»rly three years and a half has elapsed Uc 
the city to provide for the care of small- 
pox patients, nothing haa been done, al- 
though Dr. Milne baa, during the whole 
of that time, been city health ollicer; and 
when, on the tenth of last July, smallpox 
prevailed to an alarming extent throughout 
the oity, voluntarily the Jubilee Hospital 
offered to care for tho smallpox patients,and 
thus probably saved tho city from au opi- 
deinic. 

For some reason or other the several coun- 
cils of tho city seem not to value tho ser 
vices rendered by tho Jubilee Hoapital to 
the poor citizens, and I am inclined to tho 
belief that opposing induencea have been 
working against an arrangement being made 
for a yearly Corporation grant to the hoa- 
pital. 

If the city own and condnot a hospital 
such as the "Jubilee," it will cost probably 
us much to maintain it as it now does to 
maintain the Jubilee hospital, which ia 
$2."),0()0 per annum. If, however, tho city 
build a Infectious Diseases hospital costing 
say S-'5,0()0, and subscribe say §10,000 per 
aiiuum to the Jubilee hospital, lam of opin- 
ion that the I'rovincial Royal Jubilee hos- 
pital could euro for all kinds of diseases, in- 
cluding smallpox.

Till'] SEWKIUOK BV-LAW. 

To TliK Editor— As the meeting called 
by the mayor to discuss the propoai-il by- 
law turned out to be a political acpiabble 
between the leaders of the two parties in 
Parliament, perhaps you will allow me to 
say a few words on the only important pro- 
posal before the city. 

' The meeting in the City Hall was an ex- 
hibition of personality throughout, and was 
worthless or worse than worthless as a 
means of arriving at any reasonable conclu- 
sion as to what is best to bo done for the 
health and prosperity of the city. 

Many attempts liavo been made to induce 
the citizens to begin a systoin of sewerage, 
and all have failed until our worthy citizen, 
Mr. .JSIohun, produced his plans, when, at 
last, a by-law was passed authorizing 
the expenditure of .¥:f()0,00(). This 
ba.'i been applied to the oonstruc- 
tiori of sewera on tlic inner circlo of 
the city. It is now proposed to expend 
5'-'(JI),()()0 more on the second belt, inchuling 
a large portion of the residential ijuartera 
of the city. To niy mind it appeara to be 
the evir. iin' of fully X.n tbinic of BiispondinH 
work now, when we have just done what 
will be the main Hewers, but what will be 
of little bcncBt lo tho i)eo])lfl who want 
thcii' own tesidences drained and their 
health scoured. 

Some objections have been made to the 
system of eowuroge, and to the way the 
ooatraot baa been carried out by Mr. Mo- 
B:an. I am afraid the motives of the ob- 



jectors will not stand investigation. Some 
of them hardly attempt to conceal their 
aim— to gtt (^uit of the trustees and to give 
the work to Certain persons unnamed , and at 
day's waf»es, to cost, if doneat^'l, probably 
three times what the contract^^docs it for. 
That may suit certain aldermeui^bnt those 
who have to pay for the 'sewers will want 
the work done for as little money as sound 
construotiott can be had 'for. The present 
contractors are bound to band over the sow- 
ers to the satisfaotiop of proper aiithorities, 
and to maintain them in good order six 
months after completion. Alderman Baker's 
friends could hardly give that guarantee. 
As to the ay-stem, it has the approval of Sir 
Henry Rawlinson, the permanent head of 
the Health Departjnent in London, a. gen- 
tleman who knows alntost as nmch of this 
kind of work na Aldermca Raker, Styles it 
Co. 

If I am not taking too much of your apace 
I would like to say a word on the (lueation 
on whom the cost will fall. Mr. Hunter 
haa made a movement in the direction of 
charging the coat of conat ruction on the pro- 
perty bunclitlcd by tlie aewcrage. This will 
lie done, 1 have no doubt, and 
it can be done either by charging per foot 
front of tbc site sewered or per sijuarc foot 
at (id idtoi i m. These are matters of de- 
tail on which an ei|uital)le arrangement can 
be made. When this second circlo is made 
and the cost allotted to each o.vncr, wo 
need bear no more of aeworago by laws or 
loans. The City Council cm llicn proceed 
on the English idau, which i.'i, when a street 
is I)uilt on, say, to u fourth of its extent, 
the council ordera sewering to be done ac- 
cording to its specKication. If Iho owners 
fail to do this, the city docs it and charges 
the owners on either side of the sewer with 
the coat. That system applied to our outer 
circle would terminate our sewer queation, 
and our Council, by carrying out such a 
system, would do much to make our beauti- 
ful city, if not the London, at least the 
Brighton of the Pacific Coast.

' ' That poor, frail, suffering woman, from 
tho quiot of her own home and chamber of 

aulToring has been daily preaching far more 
ellective sermons than many of the ministers 
of Victoria have addressed from the pulpits 
of their crowded and more ostentatious 
churches." 

Such was the remark made to a Colonist 
representative yesterday, as he dtood watch- 
ing tho remains of tho late Mra. A. J. Mc- 
Lellan being borne by tho pall-bearera down 
the steps of her residence to tho hearse, by 
which they were to be carried to hor last 
resting place at Ross Buy cemetery. 

"Hers'," tho spoiker continued, "was a 
beautiful life, sanctified by a suffering 
which, despite its aeuteness, was not sulli- 
clcnt to divert her attention from works of 
religion and charity. And never," he con- 
tinued, " did 1 converse with her without 
feeling the better of a more intimate know- 
ledge of a life that was being made perfect 
through sulVcring." 

Altbnngli there was no ceremony at the 
church where the deceased had been wont 
to worship, there was a numerous attend- 
ance at the family residence, a conaidorable 
di-stancc down the Gorge road, the number 
being continually augmented by people who 
joined in the procession, at intervals almost 
all along the route, until the cemetery was 
reached. 

Almost every one who wont out to tho 
house, apiieared to esteem it a privilege to 
take a long last look at what was left of 
her, whom in life, they had esteemed and 
loved, and whoso resignation and courage 
in the hour and article of death they had 
admired; and as they did so, the sentiment 
must have been aroused contained in the 
lines : 

" That larKuisliinK head is at rest, 
It's trouolo.-i and acliuiss are o'er, 
That quiet, iiniiiovablu breast 
Is heav'il by aliUetiou no more."

' OOT Oii' DANGER. 

It will bo seen by u letter in another 
aolumn that Dr. D.ivie Ims iipplieil for his 
diaohargo as Provincial Ilealtli Oilicer. The 
danger from I ho outbreiik of the smallpox 
boing in. bis opinion over, he cousidera that 
his seiviees in that capacity are no longer 
rc<iuired, The Government have complied 
with his rcq^ucst, iind thoy have divested 
thcinsolvcsof the extraordinary powers whicli 
thoy exorcised under the Healtli Act, as 
soon ns in tlie eatiniution of the Ilealtli 
OQicor tho emergency has passed away. We 
Oftnnot eonclade our notice of Dr. Davie's 
rcsijjnition without hearing our strongest 
testimony to the service he has rendered 
Uiia city and this Province. Wo aro fully 
oonvinced that no one man ever before did 
Victoria services of such valuo and such ini. 
portacce as Dr. Davie has done 
since his appointment to the posi- 
tion, of Health Officer. The danger 
which ho has been instruincntul 
in ttvorting, and the loss from which ho has 
saved tho city oan never bo known. But 
ovcry rcllecting man who snv the couditiou 
that tho city was in, and the gloomy pros- 
f set before it urben he took charge, must 
believe that in the nature of things they 
must have been very great. Tlie courage, 
tho ability, tho intelligence, and tho zjul ho 
has shown in tho service of Iiis fellow 
citizens, cannot bo sufficiently commended 
or too warmly acknowledged. Dr. D.ivie 
has done his duty nobly. We congratulate 
the citizens of Viotocja that the visitation 
which cansed so much alarm and anxiety is 
new on u fitir way to be a thing of the past. 



MONDATS VOTING. 

By-laws are to bo submitted to the ratc- 
piiyers lo-morrow, empowering the city to 
borrow over half a million of dollars. This 
ia a. large sum of money, and prudent men 
will no doubt consider well whether or not 
it ia all needed. They know that in a pros- 
perous and growing city like Victoria money 
judioioualy expended on necessary works is 
well invested, and will bring in a return, 
both dire-itly ond indirectly proportionate 
to the outlay. Thoy also know that money 
spent on works that uro not reijuired is 
wasted, and will add materially to the bur- 
dens of the ratepayers of the city, both pre- 
sent and future. 

The money to complete tho sower system 
ia required. It ia needed to make the city 
clean and healthy and a pleasant place to 
live in, and it ia also needed to mako the 
money already expended in laying sewers 
available. This is not throwing good 
money after bad ; it is, on the contrary, 
investing good money in such a v/ay 
as to make it and tho money already spent 
bring in a better return. Everyone believes 
that Victoria ought to be well drained, and 
everyono must see that the snnnnr it is dnnn 
the better. Wo are, therefore, convinced 
that the sewor by-law will bo carried by a 
large majority, Tho little disputes and dis- 
agreements that have ariaon should not 
binder any one from voting for that law. 
There are always kickers and obstruction- 
istii, and if people were deterred from going 
on with necessary works and projects 1 y 
what they aa.y and do, nothing useful or 
enterprising would ever bo done anyw here. 
Ia this mutter of the sewers, as in other 
matter', they must bo brushed aaide, to 
4illow the enterprising an<^ public spirited 
. part of the community to do what the pul- 
lirt good clearly requires to be donb. 



A city hospital ia not rccjuired. There ia 
accomniodatioD enough in the Jubilee Hos- 
pital for Victoria for many years to coir e. 
Is it not f )oli.^hne83 to support two inatilu- 
tions and two hospitid stall's when cuo ia all 
that ia rajuired to do tlie woiU ? 

Tlie Jubilee Hospital is under f;ood man- 
agement. Tlie iiidijjent poor of tho city can 
bo well attended and skilfully treated in it 
at a comparatively small cost to the tax- 
payers. It is more economical and better in 
every way to have tho sick poor of the ci'y 
well looked after in the Jubileo Hospital 
for a moderate contribution from tho ''ity'a 
funds than to have them not so well 
attended in- a City Hospital at 
three or four times the oost. The 
$100,000 borrowed will entail a burden 

the city of $4,500 a year, and it will re- 
quire $25,000 or 530,000 a year to maintain 
tho hospital after it ia established. For cue- 
third ofthe latter aum.annually, the indigent 
poor, as well as the contagious disease pa- 
tients, can be cared for in the Jubilee Hos- 
pital. Would it be well to saddle the city 
with between thirty and forty thousand 
dollars a year, for a service which oan bo 
obtained for ten or twelve thousand dollars? 
It ia not, wo think, hard to anticipate tho 
anawer which the ratepayers 'will give to 
this question. ' 

This Hospital by-law is Mayor ^oft^cn's 
bantling. No one else in the city, except, 
pethapa, Dr. Milne, will undertake to father 
it. Mr. Beavcn was placed in the Mayor's 
chair becauan ho was believed to bo ii safu 
man who would not countenauco any un- 
iiecesaary expenditure. Yet here wo have 
this cevero economist, simply because ho 
could not have liia own way in tho maniigc- 



ment of an outbreak of smallpox after he 
had clearly proved his inability to handle it, 

doing his best to commit the city to a very 
considerable expenditure which every uu- 
prrjmlinod person must see is wholly nn- 
necessary. One hundred thouaand dollars 
is a good deal too much to pay for Mr. 
Beaven'a pique. 

The City Council certainly should ba put 
in a position to pay tho expense of preserv- 
ing tho health of tho city. The stamping 
out of tho smallpox wan a work of the moat 
urt,'ent necessity, and if it were done quick- 
ly and thoroughly expense should be a mat- 
ter of secondary consideration. It was, 
after the Government took it in hand, dealt 
with in a masterly manner, and with re- 
markable success. The tax-payers will, wo 
are sure, pay the bills cheerfully, but they 
ought to kuow what they amount to. It 
would, wo thiuk, not be at all difficult to 
calculate almost to a dollar what the ex- 
penses are that have been in- 
curred. Yet tho City Council did 
not attempt oven approximately 
to count tho oost. They havo asked for a 
lump sum of §75,000, tlioui^li it may not, 
and probably did not, require half that 
sum to free the city of smallpox. We have 
good reason to believe that $37,500 >vill pay 
all tho bills and leave something to B])arc. 
Here is an catimato that wo have seen, 
which is as likely to bo over tho actual 
amount as under it :

This leaves a margin of $4,000 to mako 
up half tho sum asked for by tho Mayor. It 
was, we submit, most unbusineasliUe for 
the Council to ask for a lump sum without 
knowing whether they would need the 
whole or the halt of it. Besides, there was 
no necessity for submitting tho by-law for 
heilth expenditure until tho accounts wore 
all in and it was known precisely what was 
wanted. To create the impression that the 
Provincial authorities were most extrava- 
gant may havo answered a political purpose 
temporarily, but even from that point of 
view the Mayor'spolicy wascxceedinglyshal 
Itw, for the truth must bo known sooner 
or later, and ho would gjt no credit for hav- 
ing magnilied tho expoudituro so extrava 
gantly. As tho Council has promised to 
raise no more money than is actually re- 
quired, it is well for the voters to know 
that when they vote for the Health By- 
law thoy are most probably voting for lees 
than half §75,000. 



It is evident that the city requires to bo 
better lighted than it is, and if the light 
ing plant to bo renewed, it is good 
economy to have it done thoroughly. Sixty 
thousand dollars is a good deal of money 
but if tho city gets a first-class oleotrio 
lighting plant and the proper number of 
lamps, properly distributed, for that money, 
the expenditure will be judicious. Hut the 
work should be done under the best superin 
tendence, so that the city shall get the 
most and tho host for its money. 

The City Council ought to be authorised 
to spend three thousand a year, at least, 

on the public library. None of tho city's 
expenditure is calculated to do nioro good, 
and good tho consequences of which will be 
more lasting, than that appropriated to the 
public library. It has been, so far, most 
encouragingly successful, and, when more 
money is judiciously expended on it, it will 
bo still more useful and attractive. 



WIMAN, THE TEMPTER. 

Mr. Eraataa Wiman attended the Con- 
gress of the Chambers of Commerce of tho 
Empire, held in London, this year, lie, it 
appears, did not get a fair opportunity at 
that meeting of liriliah mercantile men 
to air his peculiar views, so he 
tells the nation in the August number of 
the Contemporary Review, what he knows 
about " Interest and Liyalty in Canada." 

SVhat appears to have struck him most 
forcibly when attending the Congress was 
the intense loyalty ot the delegates from all 
parts of the Empire. Although they differed 
in opinion on many subjects, they were all 
united in their love for Tho Mother Land. 
This intense loyalty which, Mr. Wiman 
Siys, "in view of llio enormous areas re- 
presented, the widespread and varied inter- 
ests concerned, and tho vast population 
interested, numbering 350 millions, was a 
testimony of the highest character to the 
wisdom and succesa with which tho Govern- 
ment of tho liritiah Eirpiro is adminis- 
tered." But, as regards Canada, Mr. 
Wimau tries to show that in refusing to 
accept unrestricted reciprocity on tho 
condition of diacrimlnation againat 
Great Britain she unnecessarily sacrifices a 
very great deal to her affdction for tho 
Mother Country. He believes that the ad- 
vantages of nnlimited freo trade with tho 
United States would bo to Canada incalcul- 
ably great, while tho oxohision of I5ritish 
goods in caso of her accepting tho United 
States tariff would be to Great Britain in- 
considerable. 

It seems to us that Mr, Winftui greatly 



over-estimates' the advantages of reciprocity 
when the price asked for it is the accep- 
tance by Canada of tho United States tariff. 
When we oliservo the condition of those 
parts of tho United States wliioh most re- 
semble Canada in their olimate, soil and 
productions, wo cannot see that their in- 
habitants are at all better off than aro the 
people of the Dominion. Wo sou that the 
rural districts of Now England, wdiich aro 
moat favorably situated as regards the 
" tho market of sixty-five millions," are 
almost depopulated. Thousands of farms 
are deserted, and thoao farms with the 
buildings on them sell for a mere song. 
Mr. Wiman, baforo he can make Canadians 
believe that their inaintenanco of British 
connection costs them a very gre.it deal, 
should try to explain how this is. Why 
have not the Kew Bngland farmers been 
able to remain on the land which their 
fathers redeemed from the wilderness, and 
how is it that they are not able to cultivato 
it to advantage? Who is to say that 
Eastern Canada would not. under Com- 
mercial Uucion with tho States, bo in tho 
same condition as the rural parts of New 
England and New Vork State? 

Then there is plenty of evidence that tho 
farmers of tho Western and South-w estern 
States, even when the harvests aro good, do 
not benelit so much from tho free trade of 
" tho nation of forty nations," aaMr. Wiman 
would have Englishmen and Canadians 
believe. ' What does the Farmers Allianco 
of which wo hear so much mean ? Ia the 
description of tho condition of tho United 
States farmer given hy (ieucral Weaver 
and his fellow agitators of the Third Party 
at all near tho truth ? What is tho reason 
of that Third Party's existence? Is not the 
very peculiar platform of the Alliance ex- 
pressly intended to remedy the evils of which 
the farmers of the prairies complain ? Are 
those farmers so hopelessly cndnirrassed 
by debts that they feel compelled to call 
upon the Government to extricate them? 
This appears to bo their view of tho caso. 
Farmers in Canada, although they com- 
plain, have not formed thonisclves into an 
immense organization the object of which is 
to compel tho Stato to come to their aid. 
How is it tliat access to the market of tlio 
forty nations has not made them rich? It is 
folly to think that it would be of any 
greater advantage to Canadian farmers 
then it has been to American farmers East 
.and West. 

Then, again, what is tho signifioanco of 
the ogitation for tariff reform, which is 'so 
widespread in tho States of tho Union 
Mr. Wiman would hive Canada accept 
that tariff, and ho contends that compared 
with the advantages of reciprocity with the 
nation of forty nations its burden would be 
light. But Canadians, who read and think, 
know that there are millions in America 
who regard that tariff as extortionate, al- 
leging that it lakes from the farmer a very 
large proportion of his earnings, and 
makes him poor and keeps him poor. 
This is a singular thine;— the* tariff 
which Mr. Eraatus Wiman tries 
to persuade Canadians to accept, a- largo 
proportion of the American people, perhaps 
a majority, regard as ruinously heavy, ond 
they are at this very moment doing their 
very-best to have it lightened. Is it wise 
to ask Canadians to take upon themselves a 
burden which many Americana find too 
heavy to bear? And it must not be forgot- 
ten that Mr. Wiman, while ho aska us lo 
shoulder the American tariff rc([iiire3 us at 
tho same time to discriminate in matters of 
trade against the Mother Country, which 
has always, commeraially as well as politi- 
cally, treated us most liberally. 

Mr. Wiman tries to show that Great 
Britain would not be injured to any con- 
siderable extent hy tho exclusion of her 
products from tho Canadian market, which 
the adoption of the American tariff would 
cauae. It ia safe to prefer tho judgment 
of the British themselves in this matter to 
that of Mr. Wiman. Whether their loss 
would be great or little, it is abundantly 
evident that thoy would be deeply otrended 
if Canada took tho course which Mr. Wiman 
recommends. It is only natural that they 
would resent Canada's acting in so unnatural 
and so ungrateful a way. But Mr. Winian 
alunild by this time bo convinced that 
Canadiana have no idea of treating (Ireat 
liritain as a conuiierciul enemy. Tho con- 
siderations, which we have little more than 
alluded to, convince them that it is more 
than (luestionable that they would be at all 
better off than they are now by accepting 
reciprocity cii Mr. \Vimaii'3 terms, and tho 
loyally which he, when in London, could 
not but observe, waa ko warm and ho deep, 
would, oven at a sacrifice of interest, pro- 
vent them from turning their backs on their 
Mother Country.

oinesandolhornpccssariea, as well as to pro- 
vide proper places and tents for tho reception 
and isolation of persons exposed to contagion, 
and generally to omploy pbysiclans, ofilosrs, 
men and servants, and to provide food, cloth- 
ing, bcddln)^, medicines and othor necessaries 
lo Hocuro tho duo enforcomont and carrying 
out of ilio aald Rules and Rcgulalionn, as well 
as the provl-ions of tho Consolidated Health 
i!y Law, is;i;i, of tho auld Corporalion, relating 
to conlaKioua and Infectious dheaaea :

And whercns the Municipal authorities of 
the aaid City are apuarontly unab'o or unwil- 
ling to make provision for and defray tho said 
expenses, and it is cxpediont for tho Province 
to make such provision for the lime being : 

Therefore His Honour the Lieu tenant-

). It, bhuU and may bo lawful for tho

A young husband who killed his wife's 
lover wired home to her parents, "Bessie 
is vindicated." Tho tragedy becomes a 
farco when tho man whom a vain, sel- 
fish \vifo has forced to become a mur- 
derer talks about "vindicating her." 

No wife is obliged to receive com- 
promising attentions.

"Young looking, isn't sho?" 

"Sho does look so in tlio face, and her 
bonnet is becoming, hut I tliought by 
tho spread of her back that she wasn't 
very young." 

It was a scrap of conversation over- 
heard in tho street. Although the crit- 
icism was mado laughingly, it betrayed 
tiio fact that tho speaker was neither 
kind nor refined, .Ts tlio other woman's 
shoulder blades betrayed her age; but it 
hinted at one of the secrets of a youth- 
ful looking figure. 

The back should be straight; I don't 
mean tho spine— that contains a curve in 
tho most erect figure; but tho lino across 
tho back from shoulder to shoulder. A 
stick laid across hero should touch nil 
tho way along. The lino of beauty ia 
straight here, for a change. 

Tho muscles of the back are like elas- 
tics; they should spring back into place, 
but they grow weak from age, tho 
slioulder blades fall away from the spine 
and tluow the shoulders forward, and 
the edges of the blades stick out, mak- 
ing tho back round in a fat person and 
angular in a thin one, and always broad 
— "spreading." 

Tho couipnrison to elastic is not per- 
haps tho best ono, since eLostic wears 
out from ur,c, while a muscle becomes 
stronger and tauter by use. 

What backboards did for a past gen- 
eration was to keep tho back flat, but 
th(^ro are better ways now. The point 
is to exorcise tho muscles and not lot 
them get flabby. This is the secret of 
the fact that many women who have 
worked hard all their lives and who 
might ho p.vpectcd to bo worn out are 
what is called "spry" and young look- 
ing. Bed making and sweeping and 
any work that uses tho arms without 
having to bond overdevelop tho muscles 
of tho back and tend to make tho 
shoulder blades wlion at rest return to 
their normal position. Sedentary work, 
in which tho hands are used in one posi- 
tion, as sewing or writing, draws tho 
shoulders forward. Tiie woman wlio 
does not need to work, if sho happens to 
be too indolent to exercise for tlio love 
of it, and to incline to easy chairs and 
morning naps, will pay the same pen- 
alty and will need to look to it that her 
bonnet is becoming. 

Any one can correct this tendency, 
however, if sho will. Dumbbells are 
grand exercise for the back. To swing 
them with the arms straight you must 
stand iipright. When they meet behind 
tho back, still standing upright, tho 
shoulder blades seem to shut in like 
doors. 

But if you haven't five minutes a day 
to spend in this way don't give up, like 
Mrs. Dombey, without an effort. You 
can at least go through the motion of 
throwing tho shoulders back fifty times 
a day. It takes no time, for you can do 
it sitting, standing or walking, and a 
determined effort of tho will to keep 
them back will sobn pass into a habit.

WHY DQ WOMEN' LACK V^'HUMORr' 

It la "Snulibed" Out of Manx Women 
lii' Kurly Life., 

One of the brightest women whom I 
know recently deplored in print tho lack 
of a "senso of humor" in women, Slin 
speaks of this sense as generally a mo- 
nopoly of mon — notably of newspaper 
men. While I admit that men laugh 
and joico more than women do as a 
class, I do not believe "that they Have 
more natural wit or a quicker senso of 
the ludicrous. Tho seriousness and 
gravity of most wouieii are primarily 
tho result of early snubbing; seconda- 
rily, of the loiiely lives which most of 
them live after marriage. 

As to tho first cause: I wonder if there 
is a girl in tho world with tlio least senso 
of fun, tho least lovo of rational laugh- 
ter and merriment, who docs not con- 
tinually hear "What a rattlebrain! Is 
anything sacred from your funmaking?" 
or, "How can you find so much to laugh 
at? You laugh just like ahoy!" or, "I do 
believe you'd see somothing funny in a 
funeral!" or, worst of all, "Those who 
laugh while they are young must cry 
when they are oldl" 

I never noticed any unusual graviiy 
in girl babies, or that they gurglu and 
laugh less than boys. Indeed tlio two 
very merriest, joUiest, most rollicking 
babies I ever knew were girls. , But 
(juito possibly they grow up to be two 
of tho "slow" wives whom their hus- 
bands lind so dull company, Tho con- 
fined and restrained lives which are laid 
out for most girls are of theiiiselves sad- 
dening. An occasional walk, ball or 
party, in all of which there ta moro or 
less restraint, does not have the inspirit- 
ing, enlivening effect of tho everyday 
freedom wliich tlio boy enjoys. 

If a girl is bom in a poor family her 
constant need of drndgitig indoors U 
enough to kill her funmaliing proclivi- 
ties; if she is born to money tho nrli- 
licialilies and formalities of lier lif(-'Soon 
destroy all her spontaneity. The so 
called "best society," whicli regards a 
hearty laugh as a vulgarity and tho 
natural expression of any emotion as a 
sign of ill breeding, cannot bo supposed 
a very hotbed for the propagation of 
origin.'il wit and humor; and it may 
safely bo said that if society women are 
not famous for flashing wit and brilliant 
repartee, neither are the rank and file of 
society men famous for tho sparkle and 
irresistibility of their original humor. 

My merriest schoohnato (I had boy 
schoolmates, too) was a girl; not sim- 
ply a laughing girl, laughing as all 
young creatures rejoice until cured by 
time or training, but a born humorist — 
witty herself and tho cause of wit in 
others. In her inspiring presence the 
dull and grave awoke to' vivacity and 
liveliness and the brilliant became daz- 
zling. I have K-iiowri some inoti humor- 
ists, and I admired and appreciated 
tliein, but not one of them wua quicker 
to see a droll possibility, more ingenious 
in turning a funny sentence, more inex- 
haustible in resource, more constantly 
a-bubblo mth wit than that girl whom 
nobody ever heard of, excepting her 
schoolmates (not six of whom know how 
to admire her) and tlio growu up friends 
who were continually wet blanketing 
her. 

Unfortunately hers was a rich family, 

and sho was early put into the crimping 
and fluting machine of "good breeding" 
and etiquette, trained for that sort of 
"society" which looks on all originality 
as eccentricity, "and eccentricity is such 
bad form, you know!" Years after 1 
met her again. What w.is slie? A ma- 
chine with tho springs taken out; a hobo- 
link taught to sing fasliioiiablo music; a 
beautiful, lifeless creaturo to put fino 
clothes on, to take to tho opera, to bo 
possibly betrayed into^a well bred smile. 
The snaiUebit and cl'ieckrein of "socie- 
ty" had done their work. 

And hnw is it, with tho iHjoror trirl? If 
sho lives at homo she must uiauago and 
contrive and help her overworked 
mother; the very labor of living is de- 
pressing. If she supports herself and 
others, her life is a iiglit; her only asso- 
ciates are girls as poor and dreadfully iu 
earnest as herself; there is small chance 
for tho cropping out of fun in a working 
girl's humdrum oxistonco, If slio mar- 
ries a poor man tb'jre is tho saiuo old 
grind, with added responsibilities, pre- 
occupying and depressing, Tor yearsi 
she is either alono all day for six days 
out of .seven, or sho has only the com- 
panionship of huiall cliildren, who, how- 
ever merry they may be, do not call out 
much rivalry of wit and repartee. Sho 
may have tlie wittiest husband iu tho 
world, hut sho sees him only iu tho 
morning, when he is hurrying to got 
away to his work, or at night, when ho 
comes homo tired and subdued by 
tlio woric of tho day— at neither 
of which times is even a witty 
man apt to ecintUlate to any 
groat extent. He maybe one of those 
very newspaper men who are so 
good comrades in the office;' if so, ho 
has been for the most of the day, even 
though liard at work at his de.sl<, in an 
atiiKjsirnere of mi.'iital electricity, if 0110 
may say so; lie lias had tliat impetus 
ond incentive whicli is so provocative of 
wit and sprightly thought, tho attrition 
of lciiidr(j(l minds; quips, quirks, puns, 
briglil sayings and apt retorta liavu be(,'n 
jiassing under his eyes and exploding in 
his ears all day, continually suggesting 
others, and keeping him constantly on 
his metal. But even newspaper raoni 
iiro sometimes tired at night, and it is 
doubtful if oven the veriest clown is 
very funny in tho bosom of his family. 
Probably tho wife of a funny man bears 
less of Ills fun than any other of lus ac- 
iinaiut aiices. 

A very old book inquires, "How can 
one be warm alone?" But it is easier to 
1)0 warm alono than to bo witty alone. 
Wit is eminently a social instinct; tho 
funniest man mopes if shpt up alone 
where no one hears his fun. And it i« 
moro than probable that his .senso of 
humor would suffer serious eclipse or 
tot.il extinction if . for ten hours every 
day for a series c-f years he heard noth- 
ing funnier than the rattle of crockery, 
the clatter of a carpet .sweeper, tliechcK- 
dack of a sewing maeliiuo and the 
racket and crying of children.

The Missiiig .Jewelry Not ]£eeovercil—

Port Townsend Chief of Polico Delnney 
brought J. F. Long, supposed to bo con- 
nected with the robbery of tho jewelry 
from tho residence of Wm. Stevenson, over 
from tho Sound, yesterday evening. Ser- 
geant Walker, who went over for Long, did 
not return. It turns out that ho is hot on 
tho trail of another man, also supposed to 
bo connected with this daring daylight rob- 
bery, and from advices received at polico 
liea(li|U!irters, last night, the sergeant con- 
fidently expects lo be able to nail hia man. 
The news received hero when Long was 
captured, that all the missing jewelry had 
been found on his person, now proves to be 
erroneous. Long, when run down, had in 
his possession three diamond rings, which 
ho claims as his personal property, and 
some pawn tickets, one for a gold watch, 
anollier for a bracelet, the Others for small 
pieces of j jwelry. These were ou Seattle 
pawn shops, and some delay must lake 
place before they oil can be looked up. 
Long, contrary to expectation, ofldred no ro 
sistunceto being brought tmck to Victoria, 
but ut once expressed his willingness to re- 
turn. He was handed over to Officer Smith, 
by Chief Delmiey, and landed in jiil, where 
he now is. No attempt was made to pro- 
cure biil. Long refuses to say much about 
the robbery, simply denying his connection 
Willi the utl'air. He has not been itiforiiied 
that there has appeared on the scene a wit- 
ness who asserts that she saw and recog- 
nized him as ho jumped the fence ou the 
day, and at about the time, of the robboiy. 
What connection Hrown, the other party, 
whose arrest Sergt. Walker expects to 
effect, has with the affair, could not be 
learned. Tho whole case has been a very 
mysterious one from first to last, and it has 
tiiken some clever detective work to clear 
the matter up, even to the extent which Iihs 
been done. The result of Sergt. Walkei's 
trip will be awaited with interest. Mr. 
Stevenson received the following telegram 
from Port Townsend, last night :

The man Krown referred toin the telegram, 
was out at Oak Bay with Line, and left iu 
llie .small boat with him. lirown and Long 
were in Port Townsend together, and while 
there, it is reported, had a quarrel .in a 
saloon, during which Brown said to Ijong, 
"You don't get away from me, we did the 
job together, and I am going to stay with 
you." From the fact that none of tho n.ias- 
iug valuables were found on Long, it is sup- 
posed that they may have been transferred 
to Brown's custody, and this is one reason 
why tho pursuit is being crowded so closely, 
as it is desired to overtake him before he 
has time to dispose of them or gee out of 
the country.

HEALTH BY-LAWS SHOULD i5R 
DEFEATED. 

Tiir ICniTOlt:— The Sewerage By-Law 
asks for $;!()(), (JOO. Many people thinit this 
sum is iiece.-isary for eoiiipletiuu of the Mc- 
Bean contract. Suc'i, Imwever, ia not the 
cn.se. It re(]uire3 .570,01)0 nufi/^ to finish the 
Mcliean contract. Wlia', tlii-n, does the 
city want with the other S-30,O0O? That 
i-f M hat ha.-- not been so far explained— but 
the preamble to the by-law furnishes the key. 
• ' h'or cuiisii ucting connecting common sewers 
lo the side lines cjf the streets." No* tho 
question is, "1b $2;!0,0l)U recjuired for this'.'" 
The answer is No. Side connections are all 
right; but it does not n quire §230.000 to 
make them, nor any such sum, and as for 
common sewers, the public have not 
yet been informed wbAa they arc 
wanted. It will bo su^cient to vote 
money for common sew.ers, when we know 
where the sewers are to be laid— which the 
Aldermen themselves do not seem to know 
at pics-iit. Then as to the side connections. 
The [ilaii of tho Council is a connection for 
overy 10 feet, whether wanted or not. 
Could anything be more ab.surd? An ex- 
ample will explain this: We will suppoau 
the Driard Hotel frontiige, on both liroad 
and View streets to be .'iLiO feet ; -11.1 into 
:)•-'(), goes S times, or in other words, the 
Diiard nuHt have ,S connections with the 
sewer ; whereas, ona connection is all that 
is rKjuircd. So far, therefore, as side con- 
nections are concerned, the by-law for 
S;«)0,000 is a sinqile frittering away of 
moni-y, and, in tho ab.-oncn of a ]iroper plan, 
the common sewer part of the business is no 
better. All that ia wunted is .•;7(l,000 to 
complete the McBean contract. T'lie by- 
law uflks S;!Or),i)U(). Conclusion— It must 
br defeated. Let tho Council sub- 
mit a reasonable by-law for tho proper 
amount, tho s inie as has been said of tho 
Healih-liy-Law, and tho ratepayers will 
readily pass it. 

While on this subject, I observed an 
article in this evening's Times, quoting the 
"Municipal Act" as showing that, if de- 
feated, no Sewerage or Health By-Law can 
be submitted again during the present year. 
This is misleading. The" Act says: "No 
by law for tho anmo purpose oh;\l! bo cuh- 
luiltcd." The purpose in tho cnso of tho 
Sewerage By-Law Is to raise $300,000, and 
in the case of the Health By-Liw ST^j.OOO, 
in the one case more than treble, in the 
other more than double the money re- 
quired. If defeated, there is nothing to 
prevent by laws for the proper purposes, 
i e., the raising one-third and ouo halE of 
these amounts respeotively being submitted.

Congress hold in the Hall of the Mer- 
chant Taylors' Company, Throadneedle 
Street, London, on the 28th, 2yth, and 
■ 30th .Juue, and 1st July, under the Presi- 
dency of the Right Hon. Sir John Lub- 
1)ock, Bart., President of the London 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Under the auspices of this largo and 
influential body at tlio World's Metropo- 
lis, the various Commercial Chaiiibors 
and Boards throughout the Empire were 
first brought together by their delegates 
six years since, the Congress just closed 
being the second of its class, though fore- 
most in general importance as compared 
Tvith tho meeting held in 188(). 

A glance at tho list herewith of ISoards 
and Chambers represented will show tho 
wide interest taken in tho Congress by 
the Commercial bodies of the United 
Kingdom, India, Canada, (which had tho 
lai^est colonial delegation) Australasia, 
West Indies, Africa, Cliina (Iloiigkiiiig) 
Singapore, with repreaentatioii from the 
15ritish Cliambor of Commerce in Pari.s, 
while delegates from several foreign trade 
organizations were present as guests. 

Through the generosity of tlio Master 
and Warders of tho Merchant Taylors' 
Company, their magnificent Hall was 
placed at tho disposal of tho Congress, 
and the proceedings of nearly 'SOO dele- 
gates were thereby rendered inoro con- 
venient and agreeable throughout, be- 
sides affording ample acoomniodntion to 
visitors and press representatives. 

Tho United Kingdom delegates were 
placed on either side of the great llall, 
while Canada, Australasia, and tho other 
Colonies represented were placed in sec- 
tions between, according to their relative 
importance. 

it is doubtless already known to tho 
Board tliat public attention has been 
lately almost entirely devoted to the 
General Election now in progress through- 
out tho United Kingdom, and the Con- 
gress has lost thereby much valued inter- 
est which it otherwise would have com- 
manded. It can bo readily understood 
that Commercial questions involving seri- 
ous political points might be dangerous 
for Parliamentary Candidates and their 
friends to touch upon at this juncture, 
but as a matter of fact trade ijuestions 
that have been debated in tho late Con- 
gress are of such importance to the Em- 
pire that the Government of the day, be 
it Liberal or Conservative, is bound to 
take up and deal with them in the not 
distant future. 

COMMEBCIAI. BELATIONS B£T^V£EN THE 
MOrnER COUNTRY AND HER C0L0NIE.S. 

The resolution of the London Chamber 
of Conimorcu (Tlio Right Ilonourablu 
Lord Brasaey, K. C. B.), '"That in tho 
opinion of this Congress it is expedient 
that arrangements should be devised to 
secure closer commercial union between 
tho ^Mother Country and her UoUjnies 
and Dependencies," passed unani- 
mcuslv. 

Anotlier resolution of the London 
Chamber of Connuerce (Mr. Nevile Lub- 
bock,) "That a Counnercial union on 
tho basis of Free Trade as within the 
British Empire would tend to promote its 
I)ermanence and prosperity" led to a live- 
ly debate, but an amendment suggested 
by Sir Chas. Tupper to strike out the 
worcl " free" (viid in.=ert " freer," was 
"Ticoepted by tho coiigresa. 

The foUowinf! resolution by the London 
Chaniber of Commerce (Mr. G. W. Med- 
ley), "That in tho opinion of this Con- 
gress any fiscal union between tlio Mother 
Country and her Colonies, and Depen- 
dencies, by means of Preforciitial Duties, 
being based on Protection, would hn 
politically dangerous, and econoinicaffy 
disastrous ; and that the arrangement 
' which, more than any other, would con- 
duce to an intimato cominercml union, 
would be by our self-governing Colonies 
adopting, as closely as circunistancua will 
permit, tho non-protcetive policy of the 
Jlother Country", led to a long and 
spirited debate, and as its passage, which 
was apparent, would have practically 
shelved Resolutions from several of the 
Canadian Boards, 

It was agreed to lay it over, and event- 
ually Sir Charles Tupner moved in amend- 
ment what had been intended as.a motion 
by tho Montreal Board of Trade, viz., 
" That in order to extend tho exchange 
and consumption of tho homo staple pro- 
ducts in every part of the British Empire, 
a slight dift'ereutial duty not exceeding Q 
percent should be adopted by the Imper- 
ial and Colonial Governments in favor of 
certiiin home productions against the im- 
ported foreign articles." 

Tho debate on this question lasted 
nearly two days, tho Canadian side being 
strongly led by Sir Charles Tupper and 
the Montreal and Toronto Delogates, 
while the Free Traders of the Gobdcn 
school ridiculed the suggested revival of 
an imposition on food products 

I do net propose here to deal fully witli 
the discussion that took place, as the 
Board will bo in a position to read tho 
Terbatim reports of the speeches and pro- 
ceedings of Congress which will shortly 
bo ready. Jt is, iiowever, significant to 
note timt Free Trade, Fair Trade, and 
Protection commanded the deepest inter- 
est, nor is tho fact to bo ignored tliat 
manufacturers from Birmingham, Man- 



chester, Barnsley, Sheffield, and other 
points, argued most strongly in favor of 
protecting to a reasonable extent the in 
dustries of tlieir different sections in 
(Jreat Britain. 

It was pointed out by tho President 
that Parliament does not legislate for 
any particular class of trade or nianufac 
ture, but for the greatest number to be 
benefited thereby ; but tlie protectionists 
argued that their industries and tho vhou 
sands of men, women, and children em 
ployed in them, were constantly being 
forced out by unrestricted imports from 
foreign countries, that close their markets 
by proliibitivo duties to British niiuiulae 
tures. 

In tho result, upon a vote by Chambers, 
tho amendment was lost by a vote_of 
noes 65 ; ayes 33 5 majority against, 
Mr. Medley's resolution being carried on 
a vote by Chambers by a majority of only 
13. 

It will bo interesting to note, when the 
Proceedings of Congress aro ])ublished 
the feeling on this question as expressed 
by votes, in the diH'oront parts of the 
Empire. 

rnE tOI.ONlKS AND Kl-ROl'EAN TREATY 
(CLAUSES. 

The following Resolution from the 
Birniingha.ni Chaniber of Coinmorco, 
"That this Congress is of npinion that 
every ellbrl should be made by Her Ma- 
jesty's (iovernment to promote closer 
commercial relations between the United 
Kingdom and her Colonies and Depen- 
dencies, and to this end desires the abro- 
gation of tho European Treaty Clauses 
which at present hinder the same," was 
agreed to by the Congress without much 
discussion. 

BOARDS OF CONCILIATION FOR laUOR 
DISi'UTES, 

On this importaut Resolution most in- 
teresting spoeohes will be found in the 
Piuceediiigs of Congress, chiefly those of 
Mr. S 1>, Houlton, Chairman of the 
L'liiflon C'diiciliiitioii Board, and the lion. 
Mr. Dibbs, Premier of Now South Wales, 
and the following resolution was passed. 
" That the frequent recurrence of Labor 
Disputes has caused and is causing groat 
damage to tho Commercial and Manufac- 
turing interests of the Empire. That it 
is extremely desirable, in the best inter- 
ests both of Emjiloyers and Employed, 
that the re-adjustment of the rates and 
conditions of Labor, which from tiino to 
lime are inevitable, should bo brought 
about without tho wasteful and calamit- 
ous results proceeding from Strikes and 
Lock-outs. And, that this Congress 
strongly recommends tho formation of 
projjcrly constituted Boards of Labor 
Conciliation and Arbitration in all impor- 
tant centres of Industry and Commerce 
throughout the Empire." 

TUB COnil'ICATION' OK THE COMMEUCI.VL 
LAW OK THE KJII'II'.B. 

Aberdeen Chamber of Commerce (Pro- 
fessor Dove Wilson, L,L.D.). "That 

the Bills of Exchange Act of 1882 and 

the Partnerships Act of 1890 having es- 
tablished the jjracticability and benolits 
of codifying British Commercial Law, it 
is highly expedient tliat tho Comnioreial 
Law of tho whole British Empire should 
now be embodied in a code ; and that 
therefore Government be memorialised 
by tho Congress to initiate the steps nec- 
essary in order to tho appointment for 
tho purpose of drafting such a code, of a 
CoinmissiDii, on which tho United King- 
dom, and All tho Colonies and countries 
embraced in the Empire, should bo duly 
represented." 

l.Ml'i;U[AI, llEdlSTHATlON OKTIIAUK MAUliS, 
ASI' TUB ADOrriON THUOUanOUT TUE 
K.Ml-IRE OP THE MERCHANDISE MARKS 
ACT. 

Sheffield Chamber of Commerce, "That 
in the opinion of this Congress tho gen- 
eral interests of the trade of the Empire 
render it eminently desirable that tiie 
provisions of tho Merchandise Marks Act 
should be adopted, and actively carried 
out in all British Colonies and Dependen- 
cies, in the same manner as has produced 
such beneficial results in tho Mother 
Country." Although a difi'erence of 
opinion was apparent, the resolution 
eventually carried by a largo majority. 

I5ILLS 0>' LAUl.Si; KEKOU.M. 

A long and interesting debate (in which 
your delegate took part) brought out

1 took the opjiortuiiity, however, at 
Uichmoiid on the 2nd inst. (where 1 had 
tho honor of proposing tho Toast of the 
London Chamber of Commorco at one of 
the magnilicont banquets given to some 
400 Delegates and their friends) of point- 
ing out the general ignorance obtaining 
oil this side with respect to geographical 
knowledge of the Colonies ; and I trust a 
few of the incidents which have come 
within niy own personal oxperieiico, and 
which I related, will do no harm.

Samuel Montagu, M. P.) That tho in- 
troduction of a Decimal System of 
Weights, Measures and Money is urgent- 
ly needed, in order to increase our for- 
eign trade, facilitate coiniiiercc, and ren- 
der elementary education more efiective 
and less expensive." 

A SV.STKM OK IMI'KUIAr, I'KNNV I'OSTAOi:, 

Bradford Chamber of Commerce (Mr. 
E. P. Arnold Forster). " That, in the 
opinion of this Congress tho establish- 
ment of a uniform penny rate of postage 
between the Mother Country and her 
Colonies and Dependencies would not 
only tend to promote trade and freedom 
of intercourse throughout Mor Majesty's 
Dominions, but would, in an eminent de- 
gree, foster and extend tho cordial rela- 
tions which at prosont exist between the 
various parts of the Empire. This Con- 
gress therefore respectfully urges Her 
INIajesty's Government to take steps to 
secure, as speedily as may bo, tho estab- 
lishment of a system of uniform penny 
postage throughout the whole of the 
British Empire."

This matter 1 consider is one that 
might bo profitably brought to the atten- 
tion of tho Educational Authorities in 
British Columbia. Tho proper qualifica- 
tion for a commercial career is ono that 
ought to bo acquired in our public schools, 
upon which such liberal appropriations 
have been lavished' by the Provincial 
Government.

formation as to tho interests involved." 

" That a copy of this resolution bo for- 
warded to tho Prime Minister and tho 
Secretary of Stato for the Colonies." 

Several other questions of an important 
character had to bo left over in conso- 
quonco of no further timo being available 
for discussing them, but tho impression 
generally prevailed that much good might 
bo ex]5ectod as tho result of tho discus- 
sions by Congress, the intorchango of 
views of tho delogates from so many dif- 
ferent parts of tho Empire, and the jior- 
sonal intorcourso between the public 
hinn, shipowners, merchants, and others 
connected with British Commerce from 
all parts of her Majesty's Dominions. 

The lato Hon. John Iiobs:jn, as you 
aro aware, had been appointed delegate 



from Vancouver Board of Trade, Init his 
unfortunate accident and subsequent ill- 
ness provoiitcd his attendance. 1 took 
occasion to mention this after his decease, 
and on referring to tho painful incident, 
the Right H(niorablo The President, Sir 
John Lubbock, eharL'od tho B. C. dele- 
gates to convoy to our respective Boards 
the deepest sympathy folt by the Con- 
gross at tho untimely loss of Mr. Robson. 

I will only add that tho London Cham- 
ber of Commerce by inaugurating these 
coniinoroial congresses, ha.s done so in 
tho most thorougli and hearty manner. 
Its organisations have been most skillful- 
ly planned and carried out by some of the 
most prominent men of tho day, men 
having tho interests of Great Britain's 
Commorco and greatness at heart, all 
wo.rking with a sincere desire to maintain 
and extend that greatness, and moreover 
to strengthen the Unity of the Empire 
itself. 

The hospitality of London is prover- 
bial, but nothing could excel the atten- 
tion and generosity of the London Cham- 
ber of Commerco in funnshing a continu- 
ous series of magnilicont entertainments 
to tho delegates and their friends, by 
whom they were most thoroughly appreci- 
ated. In addition to the hospitalities of 
the London Chamber, Lord Brassoy, Sir 
John Lubbock, Sir Whittaker Ellis, and 
others, vied with each other in the same 
direction, and 1 am confident tho dele 
gates will not soon forget tho uniform 
courtesy which mot thom on all sides.

INSTANTLY RILLED. 

Death never came as swiftly as that to 
a soldier unless blown to frag..^ents by an 
exploding shell. At Stono River 1 saw 
an infantryman struck between the shoul- 
ders by a solid shot. Ho was Hung forty 
feet or more and reduced to a pulp, and 
yet ho was gasping thirty seconds after 
being struck. At Second Bull Run the 
man next to nio on the right was shot 
through the centre of tho forehead. W 
were kneeling. Ho iiad his gun to his 
face and had lired tho shot and cried out, 
"My God, I'll) hit !" before ho foil over 
on his side. While wo were foriuLng bat- 
tle line in the streets of Fredericksburg a 
ritled shell exploded in the ranks about 
twenty feet away. One man was blown 
to fnigiiieiits — so coiii|ilctLly wi[)ed off 
tlie face of the earth that not a linger of 
him was to be found. The shell probably 
exploded just as it hit him. The man on 
his right had a leg and an arm blown ofl' 
and was Hung ton feet away, yet he was 
living and trying to speak half a minute 
later. The one on his left was cut in two 
above the hips and cue of his arms blown 
over the heads of tho second line just 
forming. This man's eyes did not close 
for twenty seconds. 

At Spottsylvania a sergeant on my 
right was shot through the heart as the 
linos were advancing. Tho body was 
afterward examined by tho surgeon, and 
ho said the bullet had passed through tho 
heart. The man advanced at least four 
stops after being hit, and then clutched 
at a sapling and said, "Keep riglit on; 
I've been hit !" Ho must have lived fully 
thirty seconds after receiving tho shot. 
In the cemetery at Gettysburg three of 
us were lying down behind a monument 
which had toiiided over, and were using 
it as a breastwork. The man on tho left 
was struck by .some missile, probably a 
frag-iieut of shell, which iincovorod tho 
whole top of his head. He laid his gun 
aside, stood up at full height and then 
shrieked out and fell backward. As we 
turned to him ho raised his right arm, 
and his lips moved as if ho were trying to 
give us some message.

Noble- Sentiments Expressed by tlio 
American Yisitors who Took 
ia the Excursion. 



Mayor Bonald's Eloquent Tribate and 
Premier Davie's Fitting Eeply 
' —Other Speeches. 



Right royally were tho Seattle ercursion- 
ists welcomed here yesterday. And it was 
a true liritiah welcome, too, — u greeting 
tjiat touched tho hearts of everyone, and 
demonstrated tho common brotherhood of 
the Anglo-Saxon speaking races. 

When the Seattle Chamber ot Commerce 
nienibera hit upon tho happy idea of paying 
a visit to Victoria they little tlioui^ht that 
their kindly and thoughtful action would be 
productive of such an immediate and spou- 
taneous response. They reckoned without 
their host, for when the news that the rii;ht 
Iiand of fellowship bad been extended waa 
received here tliere waa an iuirnediuto feel- 
ing that the ^rasp should be iiuulo licarly, 
and tho cheer thrice hearty. .Suit waa that 
when llie good steamtr the City of Seattle 
arrived here M'ith her cargo of reprcacntativo 
men and women of ihe Sound, alio was given 
a wolcomo that has had no peer in the liia- 
tory of tlie city. 

The Citj' of .Seattle waa announced to 
leave Seattle at S o'clock sharp on Saturday 
morning with an excursion party gotten to- 
gether under tlie auapices and direclior. of 
the .Sfattlo Chamber of Coiiinierce. 'J'h.o 
chairman of the conimittfo which had the 
matter in linml, Mr. 'J'homa.s W. Proaoh, 
liail spared no ell'ort to ir.nke the outing a 
eoinplulo svicceaa in every way, yet while 
the crowd ou board wua lar^c, il waa not so 
uumcrouB as hid been ccpeeti d. 'I'liu reason 
for this was that many at-iycd away think- 
ing the steamer would be overcrowded, it 
having; been announced that some SOO were 
e.\'pcctei.i, whereas tho number of tickets to be 
sold waaliiiiileil to G90. However, there was 
a splendid turnout, more than representa- 
tive pf tlie different trades and profeaaions 
of tho city whence 'it came. Exclusive of 
the band and some regulars, there were 440 
excursion tickets disposed of, the bar, the 
warehouse, the shop and the professiona all 
being credited with a fair contingent. The 
steamer, however, did not start on timo be- 
ciuse all were not there, bat three-quarters 
of an hour later. At a quarter to o'clock 
the lines were cast oil' and the vcasel 
steamed away from the dock. On tho for- 
ward deck were stationed tho excellent 
band of the First Regiment of the State of 
\Vushini;ton, luidor tho leadership of Prof, 
Warner; and aa tho ship's Hags tloated out 
in the breeze, patriotic nmsic was phiyed, 
tune after tune, until tho echoes of the hills 
sent hack an answering chant. 

The weather was all that anyone could 
desire. Scarce a ripple was to be seen upon 
tliQ placid waters of the Sound, and only 
breeze enoiigli sprung up to set tlio bunting 
fluttering and temper tho ardent kisses of 
Old King Sol. The crowd on hoard was a 
happy and expectant one, happy in the 
prospect of a rare day's enjoyment ahead, 
and expectant of a hearty wolcomc from the 
citizens of Victoria. Tho emissary or ad- 
vance guard of tho Reception committee, 
Mr. A. S. Potts, of tho Colonist, who had 
been sent down to make arrangements and 
pave the way for tho work to be done later 
on at British Culumbia'a proud capital, was 
kept busy all day replying to enquiries, and 
giving information as to the proposed 
greeting. He succeeded admirably 
in making the necessary arrangements, 
which were duly carried out on the 
arrival of tho steamer. Aa has been said, 
the City of Seattle left at 8:45 o'clock, and 
cleared for Victoria direa^ omitting the 
customary call at Port Townsend. Amongst 
other who were on board were Slayor 
and Mrs. Ronald, Alderman W. D, O'Hara, 
Hon. W. E. Riuebart and family, and Hon. 
J^BSO Cochrane, of the Hoard of Piililic 
\Yorka ; Il<jn. luhvard 0. Graves, President 
of the Cluiinlier of Coiniiiercc ; Thoinua 
Prosch, vic<!-i'reaidcnt of tho Chamber of 
Commerce ; Dr. A. V. Mitten and son, lion, 
.losepli Sliippen and fuiuiij', \V. IC. liooiie, 
W. Li. Ronald and family, ( laptain Taylor, 
of tlio Board of Underwriters ; \V. R. 
Bcntley, General SimiBon, United States 
Consul at Paso Del iNorte, Mexico; 
\V. L. Ooggam, Fire Coinmisaioncr ; 
J. M, Lynn and two ilaugliters, 
Miss Maude StuU and party, George Car- 
der, Will Johnson, Theodore N. llaller, 
Mrs. S. 13.

The trip from the Sound oity up was en- 
livened by the bright music of the baud, 
which, after leaving the dock, changed its 
position from tho forward deck into the 
mam saloon, and for several houra played 
orchestral selections to the delight of the 
excursionisla. Then Port Townsend was 
pasaed, dinner was served, and at about 2 
o'clock the city of Victoria was sighted, the 
lull Biiirea of her many clnirchea ahiiiing 
forth reaplendent in llio blii/.o of sunlight. 

A large crowd had gailiered at the outer 
wharf to receive tho visitora. Hero it was 
that the committee in charge of the recep- 
tion luul slationed the liaoks and other con- 
veyances, and all arrangements were made 
to give tho guesta during their brief stay a 
taste of the hospitality of the city. ]Sut the 
committee was disappointed, for tho Uity of 
Seattle steamed away in past the outer 
wharf, and mado for the dock in tho inner 
harbor. The scene e;i roji^i; was as pretty 
a one as anyone could wish to see. The 
beautiful little picco of water known as 
James l.ay was fairly dotted and lined with 
small bouts and craft of all kinds. 
All, seemingly, had joined as in a picture 
to prcsenc a scene afonce captivating, en- 
ticing, and pretty. The James Bay Ama- 
teur Athletio Association races, which were 
in full swing, had resulted in transforming 
the harbor into one flotilla of lite, fringed 
by a surging crowd of interested onlookers. 
No wonder, then, that the band played 
" God Save the Qaccnl" and the visitors' 
throats gave forth resounding cheers. 

As soon aa tho steamer had reached the 
dock, the health and customs inspectors 
,'ame on board, and when their important 
111 ties bad been attomled to the passengers 
were allowed to land. Mayor Konald, who 
was ono of tho first ashore, was welcomed 
on behalf of the Mayor and Corporation by 
Aid. Level], and then the exoursionista 
were escorted to the carriages in waiting 
i - .' 



and given o drive around the city, tho chief 
points of interest being visited. 

At 4 o'clock there was a general rendez- 
vous at the Hotel Victoria. Tho ladies 
were received upstairs in the banquet hall, 
where a delicate lunch had been prepared, 
aud where, subseijuenlly, they were pro- 
aented with handsome bouquets of British 
Columbia cut flowers. In tho meantime 
the spacious dining-room dowa3tair8_ had 
been filled by the male mombcra of the 
party, who were likewise lightly lunched, 
mombers of the reception committee also 
being present. When aniplo justice bad 
been done the repast. Dr. Mitten, of 
tieattle, called upon Mayor Ronald to pro- 
pose a toast to "Victoria, tho Queen City 
of the We8t\ and the capital of British 
Cjlumbiu." This His Worship did 
in most appropriate language. Amidst 
prolonged applause ho extended a 
cordial greeting on behalf of Seattle 
to her Bister elty of Victoria, and 
expressed his thanks for the warm and gen. 
croas reception. He said that between the 
Cinadians and the Americans, while they 
h id happened to be under different flaga, 
there were still the true feelings of brother- 
Inod, for were not they all of tho same 
blood and nurtured by tho same mother? 
Hia houc was that tho hearts of British 
C.ihiiubiana r.iiglit ever ho us frien(^^ to tho 
Americana as tliose of the Americans were 
towards their ncighhori to the North, 
Tliero waa bub one true nation — tho Anglo- 
S ixon nation of the world — and ho hujicd 
t le duy would never come when the Hags of 
e thcr one of them sliould he dipped in the 
bloud of the other, for should that time ever 
come it would he and mean nolhing more 
nor less Ihun civil war. Far from audi a 
war, he hoped that the two great nations of 
the United States and Cireat Britain 
would forever go forward haud_ in 
hand, adding to and increasinir, all tho timo, 
the history of tho mighty past. So far as 
Seattle waa concerneil, all could Siifely 
asaure tlieniaelves that the hearts of the 
.\iiiericaii3 beat warm to the liearts of the 
Canadians, for they knew no diatinclioii of 
race, of creed or nationality, aavo that made 
by the imaginury lino known as the dia- 
toms' barrier. He regretted the inconveni- 
ence of a few day's past, caused by the 
([uarnntine declared for a. short time, but 
drawing attention to tho precept that self- 
preservation is tho first law of nature, said 
ho was glad to see that prompt and pnor- 
getic mciisurea bad been effective, and that 
the smallpox was now, to all intents aud 
parpoaes, wiped out. Concluding, he, on 
b.-half of the citiiSSDS of Seattle, thanked 
those of Victoria for the cordiality shown 
on the occasion of tho present visit, the re- 
sult of their action being that a very groat 
deal of amusement had been crowded into 
t'le fow short hours of their stay ia the 
c ty (prolonged applause). 

Hon. Theodore Davie, premier and attor- 
ney-general, regretted that, in the unex- 
pected absence of the Mayor, the duty of 
rcsponcliiig f(ir ihe city of Victoria had de- 
volved upon him. JIo was overcome Viy his 
ficliiiga at tho generous warmth of the 
liLMi t fioni which had come tucli noble atn- 
tiiiienla lu bad been uttered by the previous 
Hpenkci'. (Applause.) He would aay tliat 
he appreciated most deeply tlio noble senti- 
ments, more especially as ut tliis time, when 
Victoria was Juat rising from depro.^siou 
and grief, and, lie might almost nay, liiian- 
ciiil straits, a helping hand had been so 
generously extended. (Api)lauae. ) 'L'liis 
might not have been the tirat time there 
had been such an occurrence, but it waa cer- 
tainly the brat time, during his rcsideoco in 
the province, Ih&t the good-will of the 
chief city on the Sound had been 
expressed in such a marked way. (Ap- 
plause.) He waa well aware that while no 
doubt i-j seemed to some that, at tho time, 
undue severity had been exercised while the 
smallpox was being wiped out, still, the 
main objcot which had been kept in view- 
was self-presorvatiou, and tho regulations 
which were enforced were for the welfare of 
tho entire community, including as well, 
every portion of tho United States. Tlje 
people of tho Dominion and the jieople of 
the United States, wero one and the same 
p?ople, there being no dilTerenoo in feeling 
or in tenliiiient, although each acUnowledg- 
0,1 the Hovcreigiily of u diflerent Hag. (Ap- 
p'auBi-.) Slime day it might coiiie to pass 
that Suattle would he iu grief and, should 
that time ever come, though he hoped it 
would not, alio might rest aatiired 
t lal tli2 citizens of Victoria would 
nor forget from whence came the first sign 
of sympathy in tho hour of need, or wlio 
had been tlie tirst in extending the right 
hand of fellowship. (Cheers and applause). 

Tho toast to^ the Seattle Chamber of 
Commerce was next drunk, and was nbly 
responded to by Mr. Greaves, its President, 
who expressed the deep regret he and other 
mcnibera of the Board had felt at the tem- 
porary isohition of Victoria while the small- 
pox outbreak waa at its height. Therefore, 
when tlicy liad planned their excursion, the 
lirat thing sugneeted hy ttiu members waa 
that they should visit Victoria, to sliow 
that their conlideiiee had beeji restore:!. 
(Applause). He regretted that there was 
not a larger representation of the Board 
present, but explained that this was due to 
urgent buaiiieas engagements. In behalf of 
the Chamber of (Joniinerce, of which ho waa 
President, ho thanked the citiz-jua of 
Victoria for their royal welcome, 
and expressing hia delight ut the 
exertions put forward to make tho Seattle 
visitors enjoy tliemselves, said ho ho])ed 
from the bottom of his heart that tho occur- 
rence might lend to atrenglheii the prc3(uit 
social and Iniaincss nlatlons exi.sting be- 
tween Seattle and Victoria. (Applause.) 
A large number of the reaideats of the 
Sound City were new comers, and bad not 
hud any opportunity of cultivating tho 
social acquaintance of Victoria, but hu 
hoped this event would be tho stepping 
stone to better intercourse in the future. 
In conelosion ho wished that health and 
prosperity should again reign in Victoria, 
and that there should be a speedy recovery 
from the present depression — th.it is, if 
there was any. (Cheers and applause. ) 

liefore Mr. Greaves sol down he propoaed 
three clu;cr.i for Victoria. Tlioy were given 
with a will and wero followed by a "tiger." 
Aid. Lovell hrii-liy acknow.ledged the com- 
liliinent, and, on behalf of the Corporation, 
thanked the Mayor of Seattle and metiibers 
of the Chamber of Commerce for having 
paid the city a visit. 

Amid great cheering Mr. C. K. Renouf 
rose to speak. Tho absence of tho Presi- 
dent and Vice-President, of the Board of 



Trade, was, ho said, unavoidable, bo ho, as 
a member of the Council, had been deputed 
by them to "do tho visitors up brown." 
(L\ughter). Ho regretted that the Seattle 
visitors hud not given them time to "do 
them up real brown." (Incroasod laughter). 
15ut if they would only come again an effort 
would be mado to put them over the oven 
ajain. (Cheers and laughter). Ho had not 
much more to say now, hut when tl^o Slatea 
were ready for "fair trade," he would bo 
glad to see them get it. 

The Ladies wero next toasted, Hon. Jos. 
Shippen replying in a humorous speech, 
after which "God Savo the Queen" waa 
sung, and tho gathering dispersed. 

Tho crowd at the steamer to see them 
away, was even greater than that which 
welcomed thorn, and, with sounding whistles 
and the band playing, the City of Seattle 
moved out, her puasengers giving vent to 
their feelings by hearty cheers for the city 
of Victoria, and Hon. Theodore DAvie; the 
Victoriaus responding with enthusiastic 
c'lcers.

A minuto-in-Council was passed, reciting 
that tho epideniic of BUiallpox liad subsided, 
and giving cH'-^ct to the reooniinendalions of 
the Provincial Health Olficer ; and tho 
necessary rules for that purpose were at 
once drawn up and sent to the Ooverhorfor 
approval, 

Tho order diacliargicg tho Provincial 
Health Ollicer will not go into elTect until 
the issue of the extra Uazctic, ami until 
then Dr. DavIo will continue to exercise tho 
fnnctioDs of the position he has so ably filled 
during the past fow weeks, when firmness, 
intelligciicQ and cxeculive ability were 
needed to combat the public danger.

Dbab Sib,— I have tho honor to submit 
for the'conilderatton of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment the following facts concerninf; the 
present condition of the province, as regards 
smallpox : 

In Victoria no case of the disease has 
developed since August 1. All cases of the 
disease remuiniog are carefully isolated in 
tho Jubilee Hospital Quarantine Station. 

The Ross B^y Suspect Station is empty of 

aiispecta, 

In New Wettminstcr no case has develop- 
ed during tlie inontli of Auguat. Two caaes 
there arc thoroughly isolated, and will be 
discharged in a few days. 

In Vanconver city and district, although 
tho metlioiis carried out arc complex, and 
not tho best obtainable, the Municipal 
Council of tlie city objecting to more simple 
and perfect plans, still tho aitu- 
atiou there ia that the disease is 
under control, and as outside of these three 
locilities there is not a case of smallpox, to 
my knowledge, iu British Columbia, the 
continuance of ii;y appointment aa Provin- 
cial health cliicer is no longer necessary ; 
the municipal boards and health oflicers can 
safely supervise what remains to be done. 

Il t!i6 rroviucial GovcrBnieat concurs 
with mo in my opinion I shall be pleased to 
bo discharged from the cllioo of I'rovinoiul 
health cflicer. ♦ 

I would suggest, in tho event of my being 
so released, that the medical iu«]}ector at 
Donald still curry out tho vaccination 
clauses of tho Provincial Health Regula- 
tiouB, and that the said regulations should 
remain in operation, tho various municipal- 
ities acting under them, until the necessity 
for such health rules ceases.
